If so, 
send your application to Albert at 41 
Derby Road, Heanor, Derbyshire, in 
the title little isle, and hold your 
breath. So far there are no American 
members, but Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Sweden and Norway 
are represented for a starter in this 
United Nations of the young. 

“One remarkable thing about the 
organization,” marvels Norman Tau- 
rog, who directed “Tickle Me,” is 
that it’s come into being just as Elvis 
passed his 30th birthday, which 
proves what I’ve always said—he’s 
Peter Pan.

Universal Studio head Edward 
Muhl saw a film clip of her and 
brought her to Hollywood under a 
seven year contract, starting her off 
in the sexy Maria Montaz role in 
a re-make of “Ali Baba” just before 
producer Ben Schwalb borrowed her 
for “Tickle Me.” 


Born into a wealthy family and 
brought up with the daughters of 
Britain’s “Establishment,” she is a 
product of the exclusive Lady Eden’s 
school, run by the sister-in-law of 
former Prime Minister Anthony Eden.
